'"White told reporters that since 
revealing his father’s involvement in 
, the conspiracy he fears for his life. 

; ' Representatives of the JFK Assas- 
sination Information Center will ask 
the Texas Attorney General’s office 
to investigate the allegations^ 

. ~„White said he is not interested in 
forking with the FBI because 
agents treated him like a “nut” in 
1988 when they questioned him about 
the claims. 

- ~An FBI spokesman in Washington, 
&,C, said White’s claims were re- 
viewed in 1988 and “determined not 
'trf be credible." 

--Ron Dusek, a spokesman with the 
Texas Attorney General’s office, 
said the agency would look at 
White’s information and then deter- 
mine if it warrants further scrutiny. 

• IWhite, previously employed as an 
dH_ services salesman, said others 
would corroborate his story once 
they are assured of protection by 
authorities. 

. <The Rev. Jack Shaw, an ordained 
baptist minister in Dallas, said 
White’s mother, Geneva, who also is 
said to have seen the diary, told him 
that she overheard Dallas nightclub 
pwper Jack Ruby and her husband 
discussing plans for the assassina- 
tion. •

* White also said his father, and not 
Oswald, shot and killed Dallas Po- 
liceman JJD. Tippit shortly after the 
assassination of Kennedy. Oswald, 
frho claimed innocence after his 
arrest, and Tippit were “patsies” in 
the conspiracy. White suggested. 

I “J don’t think he was a bad person,” 

White said of his father. 

l{“He was told by our government to 



do something. That would be just like 
you being in the Vietnam War, and 
they handed you a rifle to take that 
hilL You don’t question the govern- . 
ment” \ 

. White also said that, after his 
father died, he found covert govern- 
ment cables that apparently ordered 
the assassination. The cables, alleg- 
edly involving an apparent CIA oper- 
ation, are stored in a Houston vault 
, under the care of a Houston private 
investigator. : ' - f- 

One of the alleged cables says in 
part, “The next assignment is to 
eliminate a national security, threat 
to worldwide peace. Destination wiH 
be Houston, Austin or Dallas.” 

White refused to say why the U.S. 
government would want Kennedy 
killed. But, Joe H. West, the Houston 
private investigator researching I 
‘ White’s claims, said at the news | 
conference that elements of the CIA j 
may have wanted to retaliate 
against Kennedy for not taking more 
affirmative military action during 
the Cuban Bay of Pigs operation. 

The CIA, which seldom responds to 
inquiries, had a strong rebuttal Mon- 
day to White’s claims. 

“These allegations — that this was 
done on CIA orders, that this guy 
worked for us and that CIA had any 
role in the assassination of President 
Kennedy — are ludicrous,” CIA 
spokesman Mark Mansfield said in 
Washington. •- . 

"This individual. Roscoc White, 
was never employed by the CIA or 
associated in .any way . with the 
agency,” Mansfield 'added. “Nor- 
mally, we never confirm nor deny 
employment, but these allegations 
a«e so outrageous that we felt it 
necessary and appropriate to re- 
spond.” ’ 

White said his father served in the 
Marines with Oswald, the man the 
federal government concluded killed 
Kennedy. He also said his mother 

worked for Ruby. 

“It’s eating me apart,” said White. 
Tm sharing a story with you that 
has built up inside of me, because I 
loved the man that you are telling 
about” 
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
